irradiating the meat products in a first controlled atmosphere; 
packaging the irradiated meat products downstream from the irradiation 
area in a second controlled atmosphere having a modified oxygen 
concentration : and distributing the packaged irradiated meat products to a 
retail store ; wherein the first controlled atmosphere excludes oxygen .- 

- 2. The method of claim 1, wherein the second controlled atmosphere is 
high in oxygen. - 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 
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Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Claim 1 is allowed because prior art fails to show a method of providing fresh 
meat products that includes; irradiating the meat products in a first controlled 
atmosphere; packaging the irradiated meat products downstream from the irradiation 
area in a second controlled atmosphere having a modified oxygen concentration; and 
distributing the packaged irradiated meat products to a retail store; wherein, the first 
controlled atmosphere excludes oxygen. 

4. Claims 2-17 are allowed by virtue of their dependency upon allowed claim 1.
